Cfakland City, Ind., May 30. —

1 he effect of the proci-ss was at ones 
to cheapen steel and to Increase Its use 
enorn.ously In IS'o. when Bessemer 
took out Ills first patent, steel sold In

sir Henry Bessemer shared the com- 
mon |i>t of Inventors In encounterlui; 
Incrislullty when his discovery was 
flr-t anuouncisl, hut he w'as more for- 
tnuute than most Inventors. He lived 
to enjoy the rewards of fame and for- 
tune and to witness the worldwide 
adopthm of bis pnwess. 

1 he first hessemer steel rail ever 
laid down was at Derby, Kuxland. in 
IV*. It was placed at a |s>lnt where 
It had been neci-Hsary to renew the iron 
rails once In tliree montlts because of 
Inrcssunt wear. It was not taken np 
for sixteen years, during which time 
l.k’.Vi.usi trains passed over it 

It Is to the hessemer pr<K;eas that we 
o" e the rapid development of our great 
rsllw-ay systems. The giant locomo- 
tives that draw long trains across the 
continent and the steel rails upon 
which they run are due to Its dlsi.'ov- 
er>. It Is estimated that the hessemer 
process has reduced the cost of land 
tnins[H>rtatlou two-thirds, and It bae 
also greatly cheapened trans|>ortatlon 
by water. It has opened great tracts 
of fertile country which could not have 
been reacbeil otherwise and has given 
the fanner gixsl markets. In the de- 
velopment of electric railways It Is all 
the time bringing together scattered 
villages Sbil giving new opportunities 
for Intercourse. 

We owe to Sir Henry Hessemer the 
Improvements In our modem steam- 
ships, the strength and lightness of 
the bridges which cross our rivers. 
Countless modern forms of machinery 
an<l their cheapened products and the 
skyscrapers, which could not have been 
built save by the use of steel.— New 
York Herald

Old “Broadside” Recently Found In 
Beston Consparee Oddly with 
the Practical Journalltm of 
the Present Day.

An Interesting example of the meth- 
od. of putting Imiiortuut news before 
the public a century ago was found in 
an old news-sheet, or ''bniadslde" re- 
cently turned up In a second-hand 
lxx>k dealer’s shop In Boston. 

Any iirlnter, whether he issued a 
newspai»tr or not. got out broadsides 
In those days, whenever he thought 
an extraordinary piece of news Justi- 
fied him In anticipating a profit. The 
broadside was a sort of handbill, 
printed on one side only, and gener- 
ally alamt k Inches wide by 15 long 
This was sold In the streets. 

The subject of the bniadsWe men- 
tlomil above was a hurricane which 
swept the Massachusetts coast a few 
days prior to Oct. 15, lSo4, the date on 
which the broadside was issaed. The 
heading Is "Violent Storm," under a 
black cut of the North church with 
its steeple toppling, above which Is a 
row of coffins. The rules are turned, 
giving a mourning effecL The ac- 
count of the storm begins as follows: 

"On Tuesday last a violent atorm 
commenced here, and raged until 
Wednesday morning with unprece- 
dented fury and destruction. 

"The damage which has been sus- 
tained by this tremendous hurricane 
Is vary great and extensive. The fol- 
lowing particulars are subjoined, vix: 
The steeple of the North church was> 
blown down and several other 
churches damaged. The biick wall 
of a house In West Boston blew over 
and killed a young woman by the 
name of Lydia Bennet and badly 
wounded two or three more. 

"Many houses were unroofed and 
several new buildings were so much 
bent and twisted that they must be 
taken down — chimneys, trees, etc., 
without number blew down. One of

Old “Broadtlde” Recently Found In 
Beaton Compares Oddly with 
the Practical Journaliam of 
the Present Day.

An Interesting example of the meth- 
od of putting Important newa before 
the public a century ago waa found In 
an old newg.gheet, or ''bruadalde" re- 
cently turned up In a second hand 
b<x>k dealer’s shop In Moaton. 

Any printer, whether he Issued a 
newspaixr or not. got out broadsides 
In those days, whenever he thought ■ 
an extraordinary piece of news juatl- 1 
fi*>d him in anticipating a profit. The i 
broailslde was a sort of handbill, 
pii riled on one side only, and gener- 
ally alMjut k Inches wide by 16 long 
This was sold in the streets. 

The subject of the broadside men- 
tioned atM)ve was a hurricane which 
swept the Massachusiits coast a few 
days prior to Oct. 15, 1804. the date on 
w'hich the bniadside was issaed. The 
heading Is '‘Violent Storm,” under a 
black cut of the North church with 
its stipple toppling, above which is a 
row of coffins. The rules are turned, 
giving a mourning effect The ac- 
count of the storm begins as follows; 

“On Tuesday last a violent storm 
commenced here, and raged until 
Wednesday morning with unprece- 
dented fury and destruction. 

"The damage which has been sus- 
tained by this tremendous hurricane 
Is very great and extensive. The fol- 
lowing particulars are subjoined, vtx: 
The Btei-ple of the North church waw 
blown down and several other 
churches damaged. The brick wall 
of a house In West Boston blew over 
and killed a young woman by the 
name of Lydia Bennet and badly 
wounded two or three more. 

“Many houses were unroofed and 
several new buildings were so much 
bent and twisted that they must be 
taken down — chimneys, trees, etc., 
without number blew down. One of
